(AP) — Working in a li^t rain, 
a water-borne crane probing the 
Ohio River's ciepths latched on 
to a crumpled car early today 
and brought up three more bod- 
ies in the grim search for vie* 
tims of Friday's bridge col- 
lapse. 


They broui^t to 16 the num- 
bsr of known dead. There were 
41 persons reported misssng. 


The car was one of scores of 
vehicles that tumbled like i^sy- 
toys off the bridge when the sus- 
penskm span collapsed into the 
murky river. 


The bodies of two sdults and a 
chikl pried out of the car's 
twisted metal remains were tak- 
en to a temporary morgue in a 
state armory. 


They were not immediately

Sitting on a barge in the river, 
the crane also pulled up one 
huge chunk of the bridge super- 
structure this morning. It was 
placed on the barge.

Eavesdropping 
Barred By Court 


WASHINGTON (AP> — The 
Supreme Court today decreed 
saifeguaitiS for private telephone 
oonveisatione fTom government 
eavesdropping. 


Specifically excluding nation- 
al secui'ity cases, the court sadd 
in a 7-1 opinitMi that unless elec- 
tronic surveillance is 
carried 
out by officials in a limited, ju- 
dicially approved way it vio- 
lates the individual's rights un- 
der the 4th Amendment. 


Significantly, Justice 
Potter 
Stewai't said in the decision, 
such is the case whether or not 
the officials physically tiespass.

Two Jets Lost 
In MIG Combat 


SAIGON (AP) — American 
planes continued raids on North 
Vietnam’s heartland 
for 
the 
fifth strai^t day today, and the 
U.S. Command reported the loss 
of three Jets Sunday—two of 
them downed l?y Communist 
MIG interceptors. 


The U.S. Command did not 
immediately reveal details of 
the raids today, but Tass, the 
Soviet news agency, said Ameri­ 
can planes made a “massive 
raid” on Hanoi’s northeastern 
district. 


American spokesmen report­ 
ed one MIG probably downed by 
U.S. 
fighters 
in the several 
swirling air battles over Hanoi 
Sunday. The American casual­ 
ties were an Air Force F105 
Thunderchief and an F4 Phan­ 
tom brought down by a MIG21 
and a MIG17. The three crew 
members aboard the two Amer­ 
ican planes were missing. 


The third 
American 
plane 
downed, another Phantom, was 
hit by ground fire over North 
Vietnam’s southern panhandle. 
One oi its two crewmen was 
killed and one was rescued.

The priority tar­ 
gets were the MIG airfields at 
Kep and Phuc Yen, the vital 
bridge complex between Hanoi 
and the rail lines emanating from 
Hanoi and Haiphong. 


Little grofund action was re­ 
ported. 


Crewmen of the U.S. aircraft 
carrier Kitty Hawk, en route to 
the Gulf of Tonkin for her fifth 
combat tour of the Vietnam 
war. fought a fire in a tire stor­ 
age area for three hours Sunday 
night. 


A Navy spokesman at Sulnc 
navid base in the Philippines, 
where the 80,000-ton carrier had 
stopped over Saturday, sakt sev­ 
eral crewmen inhaled too much 
smoke but there were no serious 
injuries.

K. I. SAWYER AFB — Fire, 
explosions and death may re­ 
sult from a plane crash. But 
this ten’t always the case, es­ 
pecially when the first persons 
at the crash site know what to 
do. 


At a civilian briefing session 
here Friday for area law en­ 
forcement 
officers, 
firemen, 
civil defense and hospital of­ 
ficials and the press, Sawyer 
personnel outlined emergency 
action to be taken in the case 
of an aircraft accident in Up­ 
per Michigan. Persons from 
Marquette, Negaunee» Ishpem­ 
ing, Escanaba and other central 
Peninsula communities attend­ 
ed the four-hour meeting. 


Informative, fast moving and 
well illustrated with films, the 
briefing pointed out waya civi­ 
lians could aid possible crash 
victims, law enforcement offi­ 
cers and military personnel in 
the event of an accident. 


300 Flif hU Monthly 
On the Sawyer panel were 
Lt. Col. Arby J. Thompson, 
who spoke on the mission of 
the 62nd Fighter Interceptor 
Squadron; George Copher, a 
civilian, of the disaster pre­ 
paredness office; John 
My- 
shrall, chief of the Sawyer Fire 
Department; Capt. Peter Watts, 
security division, and Lt. Da­ 
mon Rickard, information of­ 
fice. An introductory talk was 
given by Col. Holly Bartlett, 
deputy base commander. 


Although Sawyer has an ex­ 
cellent aircraft safety record, 
its personnel fly more than 300 
sorties over Upper Michigan 
and northern Wisconsin each 
month, and accidents are in­ 
evitable. 


Call Sawyer 


Procedures in the case of a 
plane crash were outlined as 
follows: 


Call 
Sawyer 
base 
collect 
(346-6511) and tell the opera­ 
tor, “I wish to report an air­ 
craft crash,” and she will put 
the caller in contact with the 
proper office. Details should be 
given clearly and accurately, 
such as name of the caller, place 
and time of the crash and 
whether the plane Is on fire. 


Informant should say whether 
medical help is needed; if any 
member of the crew is injured 


or believed to be dead. 


Information on damage to 
property or possible injuries to 
persons at the site is also need­ 
ed. 


Other useful information in­ 
cludes 
identification 
number 
and type of aircraft, and the lo­ 
cation where someone will meet 
the rescue team (and possibly 
lead them to the site if in a re­ 
mote area). 


Safe Distance Told 


Panel members stressed that 
onlookers at t)^ crash site 
should remain well way from 
the plane — at least 2,000 feet. 
There is always serious danger 
of fire and explosions and fly­ 
ing debris. Crowding around flit 
plane also seriously hampers 
rescue and fire fighting efforts. 


Thousands of gallons of fuel 
would be a major fire hazard, 
and explosions of ammunition, 
often in the nose or tail of the 
aircraft, can be touched off by 
the fire.

Such a warhead can only be 
exploded by an elaborate series 
of detonating devices with built 
in safety features. Explosion of 
the nuclear material isn’t trig­ 
gered by jarring or heat of fire. 


Radiation 
danger 
is 
that 
fumes may be inhaled, or that 
some of the radioactive ma­ 
terial may be scattered within 
a limited radius of the crash 
site. Caution is urged on all 
occasions, although 
radiation 
danger was said to ba minor. 


Most planes flying over th# 
Peninsula carry at least two 
crew members. 


Law enforcement agencies, 
doctors and hospitals would be 
reimbursed for their services 
in a plane crash situation, and 
any citizen sustaining personal 
injuries or damage to his pro­ 
perty would also be itim bun* 
ed. 


No Soaventrs 


If the plane which has erash« 
ed is private or commercial, 
similar reporting and safety 
procedures should be followed. 


Onlookers at the crash site 
should never pick up “sou­ 
venirs’* 
as 
every 
scrap 
is 
examined to help determine 
the cause of the accident. 


Classified parts of the air­ 
craft should not be photograph­ 
ed, and any classified (secret) 
documents found at the site 
should be immediately turned 
over to the first Air Force of­ 
ficial on the scene. Failure to 
comply carries a stiff fine and 
prison term.

cently after u n f a v o r a b l e 
weather made it almost impos­ 
sible for the contractor to com­ 
plete the project in time for 
the start of skiing. 


Consequently, the Michigan 
Conservation C o m m i s s i o n , ! 
w'hich had approved a rate in- | 
crease for skiers withdrew the 
schedule of higher fees. Daily 
ski tow fees will remain at $3 
(instead of being advanced to; 
$3.50) for adults and $1 for 
youths under 18 (instead of 
$1.50). Also unchanged wUI be 
seasonal rates— $25 for adults 
(instead of $35) uid $15 for 
youths (instead of $20). 


An extremely wet fall in the 
western Upper Peninsula and 
some heavy anowstorms pre­ 
vented work crews from getting 
up the steep slopes of the 
P^kies to pour footings for 
anchors for the chairlift.

The Look Southward 


The Ti*ee Farm System in Michigan is regarded as 
a success, although it is now rather static in the Upper 
Peninsula. It provides private timberland owners with 
the services of professional foresters in the management 
of tlieir forests. This is a contribution from the wood in­ 
dustries to private forestry. 


Industry expects to get benefits back, of course, in 
the greater volume of wood that flows to the markets 
when forests are managed instead of being allowed to 
glow like Topsy. 


The third of the Upper Peninsula that is small pri­ 
vate forest holdings has piwe^ tlie most resistant to 
improvement. Its owners either don’t know that they can 
get free Tree Farm System advice on how to improve 
tlieir woodlands, or they know and just don’t care. Most 
of the owners of such lands don’t live on them, so interest 
in them wanes.

Tree Farming doesn’t have only a do-good conserva­ 
tion ring to it in the South. It’s business down there — 
the planting and hai’vesting of pine trees for pulpwood. 
Timber bought by pulp mills in 12 Southem states in 
1968 is expected to reach more than $800 million, double 
tlie payment of only 10 yeai*s ago. More than 45 million 
acres of manually planted pine seedlings have created 
lush new forests in the South. 


And the mills go whete the forests are. It’s esti­ 
mated that $4.9 billion has been invested in pulp, paper 
and paperboard plants in the Southem States, of which 
$2.9 billion has been invested since 1956. Almost $2 bil­ 
lion more will be invested in mills by the end of next 
year.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 
Edward W. Brooke, It-Mass., a 
member of the Preisidenl's Ad­
